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Timeliness 
Important 


In the rush of harvest work 
do not forget the summerfai- 
low. H. J. Mather, supervisor 
of soil conservation and weed 
control for the Alberta dep ati- 
ment of agriculture waras that 
from now until freeze up is 
the critical time for cultivation 
of perennial weeds. Thistles 
neglected during this period 
will store a great deal of plant 
food in their roots and will be 
strong and sturdy to begin the 
battle next spring. 

In areas where cutworms 
were plentiful this year some 
delay in summerfallow opera- 
tions will be necessary. For 
cutworm control the field 
should remain undisturbed un- 
til the flight of the moths is 
over. Immediately following 
cultivation should again get 
under way and the operation 
carried through. 

This years crop is important 
but there are other crops to 
follow. Cultivation continued 
until freeze up will more than 


repay the effort required. 


Late Summer Best 
Time to Seed Lawn 


The best time of the year for 
seeding lawns is during the 
latter half of August if the soil 
is in good condition and free 
from weeds, By then there will 
have heen ample opportunity 
‘oro destroving — all seedling 
weed plants. Lite summer seed 
ing usually reecives ample moi- 
sture and cool nights to favor 
wermination and the rapid de- 
velopment of a dense turf. 
Such a new lawn may become 
well catablished before another 
erop of weeds such as dande- 
lions occur to compete with the 
erowth of new grass, 

A good lawn seed mixture is 
one half pound Red Top one 
half pound Kentucky Blue 
Grass and three pounds Creep 
ing Red Fescue seed per 1,000 
Square feet for a small lawn, 
For larger areas less seed may 
he used to save expense. 

Once a lawn has become est- 
tablished it should he given a 
certain amount of care to main- 
tain it in good condition, Dan- 
delions and other lawn weeds 
can readily be kept under con- 
trol with a selective herbicide 
with little injury to the grass. 
To improve the vigour, density 
and fineness of the furf, olf 
well rotted matiure applied each 
fall at freeze up will help a 
great deal. An occasional top 
dressing from time to time, of 
artificial fertilizer will also 
prove beneficial but it must he 
distributed evenly when the 
grass is dry to avoid burning 
of the grass. Mixing the fertil- 
izer with screened loam will

~ Farm Incomes 


ALTHOUGH AGRICULTURE IS ONE OF Canada’s leading industries, 
in which 17.3 per cent. of the population is engaged, farmers as a class have 
not accumulated wealth to the same extent as those connected with the 
nation’s other large industries. In fact, farm income in Canada represents 
only eleven per cent. of the total national income. It is true that some 
farmers ure very prosperous, but there are also many who have never en- 
joyed financial profit in a fair proportion to the amount of money and labor 
they have invested in their farms. The farmers of Western Canada have 
continuously sought to improve their lot and many of their demands have 
received favorable consideration, for there have always been able men and 
women, both in agricultural organizations and in political circles, who have 
supported their interests. However, there have also always been groups 


who have shown little sympathy with the problems of agriculture, 
. 


The subject of farm incomes came up during the 
Net Increases recent sessions of parliament, and the figures given 

at that time showed that although net farm in- 
Are Not Great comes had more than doubled since 1939, farmers 
are still not enjoying any great measure of prosperity. Actual figures 
showed that net farm income had increased from $387,000,000 in 1939, to 
$1,000,000,000 in 1945, In the same period, however, operating expenses 
and depreciation had increased from $498,000,000 to $750,000,000. It was 
also brought to the attention of the people that although farm income had 
more than doubled in the last seven years, the average cash income realized 


by farmers prior to 1939 was only $743 per year. rs 
s . s . 


The low level of farm incomes was further empha- 
Not Many Pay sized by the fact that only about 4 per cent, of 
Income Tax all farmers paid income tax in 1945-46, and al- 

though income tax inspectors were appointed to 
check into the matter of farm income “not more than 7 per cent. of all the 
farmers in Canada were making an income which the inspectors thought 
was sufficiently large to pay income tax on or to be checked further.” When 
the importance of agriculture to every part of our national life is consider- 
ed, it seems regrettable indeed that even in what must be regarded as a 
period of great prosperity, the cash earnings of the average farmer should 
be under $2,000 a year. It is not likely that these conditions will be quickly 
changed, but it is as well that the people should be made familiar with the 
fact that as things are at present, the average farmer is far from making 
an income proportionate to his contribution to the national economy.
